BETTER 
WORLD TRADE BALANCE 


tant shifts in the flow of goods between industrial areas brought out a 


W ease INIERNATIONAL TRADE during 1953 remained at a high level, impor- 


pattern far better balanced than at any time during the post-war period. 
This was reported by the Secretariat of the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade in a study entitled, International Trade, 1953. It is the second report of 
its kind prepared annually by the GATT Secretariat, presenting the work of the 


Contracting Parties to GATT and the 
main developments in international trade. 

The year 1953, the report states, wit- 
nessed a significant change in the pattern 
of international trade. The extraordinary 
price structure which had distorted inter- 
national trade since the outbreak of the 
Korean war in mid-1950 gradually re- 
verted to the pre-Korean situation. 

With the terms of trade between pri- 
mary products and manufactures return- 
ing to what they were before the Korean 
war, with the development of exports of 
manufactures by the European industrial 
area toward the dollar areas, and with 
the successful substitution of non-dollar 
supplies for imports from North America 
by these European countries, the dollar 
deficit has been greatly reduced, accord- 
ing to the report. At the same time the 
level of trade among the non-industrial 
areas has remained remarkably constant 
and has contributed to the stability of in- 
ternational trade. 

The report, containing extensive statis- 
tical material, is divided into three parts. 
Part I analyzes recent developments in 
the structure and pattern of world trade. 
Part II reviews the main developments in 
governmental action—tariffs. quantitative 
restrictions, export incentives, trade 
agreements. The final section of the re- 
rort describes the recent activities of the 
Contracting Parties and indicates the sub- 
jects likely to come up for discussion at 
the nine sessions in October, 1954. 

The value of international trade, ex- 
rressed in dollars, which had increased 
duving the whole postwar period until 
1951, declined for the first time in 1952 
(cown from 76.26 billion in ’51 to 73.46 
billion in 1952) and again in the first half 
of 1953, but made a srectacular recovery 
in the second half of 1953 (up from 73.46 
billion to 75.60 billion). This is true, the 
report states, whether the special cate- 


gory of exports from the U. S. are in- 
cluded or excluded. (Special category ex- 
ports from the U. S. are those which, on 
security grounds, are not reported by area 
of destination. Their value has increased 
steadily since they first anpeared in 1950, 
from $630 million in 1950 until, in the 
first half of 1953 they were at an annual 
rate of nearly $4,500 million.) 

In the second half of 1953 the value of 
world trade was again close to, and its 
volume substantially exceeded, the 1951 
maximum if the srecial category exports 
are included. Up to the end of 1953, the 
downward adjustment of business con¢di- 
tions in the T/nited States, which had been 
evident during the second half of the 
vear, failed to produce the devressing ef- 
fects on international trade that had been 
widely expected. 


Price Movements in International 
Trade 


The world price situation in 1953 was 
characterized by two main features, the 
147-page revort states: first, the general 
level of prices in international trade was 
about 20 per cent higher than in the half 
year that preceded the Korean war. Sec- 
ondly, the prices of primary products and 
manufactures were again in about the 
same relation to each other as they had 
been in 1950. In other words, the “terms 
of trade” between these broad classes of 
commodities had reverted to the _ pre- 
Korean situation. 

Commenting on the prices of primary 
products, the report declares that strong 
divergencies apnear when a distinction is 
made between such primarv products as 
originate mainly in the dollar area and 
others which come principally from other 
narts of the world, and particularly from 
the sterling area. In 1951 the prices of

“dollar commodities” imported into West- 
ern Europe were only about 13 per cent, 
and those of primary products from all 
other sources nearly 40 per cent higher 
than in the first half of 1950. In other 
words “dollar commodities” had become 
nearly 20 per cent less expensive than 
other primary products. By the middle of 
1953 this large discrepancy had narrowed 
down to 8 per cent, thus offering another 
indication that the conditions of interna- 
tional trade were becoming less abnormal 
after the wide and erratic movements of 
the preceding years. 


Trade between Industrial and 
Non-Industrial Areas 

The price changes of the last four years 
have had large effects on the value of in- 
ternational commodity flows, particularly 
as regards the exchanges between the pri- 
mary producing and the industrial parts 
of the world, the report says. 

While the overall structure of trade be- 
tween industrial and non-industrial areas 
seems to have remained fairly unaffected 
by the price changes described above, the 
values involved show some striking fea- 
tures. In the first place the value of trade 
within the industrial areas has been al- 
most entirely unchanged since 1951, at 
the rate of $25,000 million per year. The 
fall in the total value of world exports 
(excluding United States special cate- 
gory) from $75,000 million in 1951 to 
$69,000 million in 1953 (first half at an 
annual rate) was therefore entirely ac- 
counted for by trade between industrial 
and non-industrial areas, and among the 
latter. More than two-thirds of the total 
decline in world exports since 1951 af- 
fected trade between the industrial and 
non-industrial parts of the world while 
trade among the primary producing areas 
accounted for the rest. 

The primary producing areas had in 
the first half of 1952 an unprecedented 
adverse trade balance with the industrial 
world of nearly $3,000 million (annual 
rate). Their customary export surplus re- 
appeared in the following six months. In 
the first half of 1953 this surplus slightly 
exceeded $1,000 million, but this was only 
half as large as in 1950, when prices were 
much lower. Thus the main impact of the 
decline in prices and trade since 1951 was 
from the non-industrial areas, the report 
concludes. 

Commenting on the improvement in the 
terms of trade between manufactures and 
primary products since 1951 the report 
states that this trend has not been an un- 
mixed blessing for the industrial area; 
not only are they themselves—especially

BALANCE OF PAYMENTS 
OUTLOOK 

A mid-year review of developments in the 
United States international transactions by 
the NFTC Balance of Payments Group indi 
cates that commercial exports in 1954 will 
run slightly ahead of 1953 or approximately 
$700 million more than originally estimated 
by the Group last January. The revised esti- 
mate of $12.5 billion for commercial exports 
reflects in part the experience of the first 
half of this year, when an annual rate of 
$12.7 billion was attained. It also takes into 
account the various relaxations in import 
and exchange controls abroad, effected since 
January. In addition, allowance is now 
being made for greater agricultural exports 
in view of the efforts being exerted by the 
Government to dispose of surpluses.

North America—suppliers of primary 
products, but also, and mainly, because 
their reduced outlay for food and raw ma- 
terials imported from_ non-industrial 
areas has reflected itself in a sharp re- 
duction of the market for their manufac- 
tured goods in those areas. 

The report states that the most notable 
development in the pattern of interna- 
tional trade since the pre-Korean position 
has been the great improvement in West- 
ern Eurore’s balance of trade with North 
America. The trade deficit in the first 
half of 1953, at an annual rate of nearly 
$1,000 million, stood at less than half the 
1950 level. This improvement was due 
principally to increased exports of manu- 
factures from Europe. 

In other sectors of trade, however, the 
improvement was not continuous; for 
during this period, especially in 1951, 
there was a very great increase in the 
value of Europe’s imports of primary 
rroducts from the United States and Can- 
ada. Between 1951 and 1953 this trend 
was reversed, the value of imports of 
foodstuffs and raw materials from over- 
seas dependencies and other soft cur- 
rency sources greatly increased while 
those from North America declined. 


Trade of Countries 


The report reviews the trade of the 
world by areas and by certain individual 
countries. Excluding the “special cate- 
gory” exports from the United States, for 
example, the external trade of the United 
States and Canada has in recent years 
accounted for nearly one-fourth (23 per 
cent) of the value of world exports. 

Total exports and imports of Continen- 
tal Western Europe have been declining 
slowly from 1951 to mid-1953, although 
trade among the countries of the area has 
risen in value. Nearly three-quarters of 
the decline in the value of exports to other 
areas up to the first half of 1953 is ac- 
counted for by the decreased value of 
sales of manufactures to non-industrial 
areas. 

The most notable development in trade 
among the Continental European coun- 
tries concerns Western Germany whose 
part in total intra-continental trade has 
increased substantially during the last 
four years. While in 1950 her share was 
40 per cent, it became 45 per cent in the 
first half of 1953. (Her trade among Con- 
tinental European countries before the 
war, in 1937, was 56 per cent.) 

In 1953 the trade of the Eastern Euro- 
pean countries with the rest of the world 
was lower than ever before. According to 
recent calculations the volume of trade

DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING 


IMPORT REGULATION 1—The U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture has issued import 
Regulation 1, Revision 1, effective July

of changes in the procedures governing the 
licensing of imports of butter, certain dairy 
products, and of those types and varieties 
of cheese which are subject to Import Reg- 
ulation 1. However, the total annual quotas 
of these products which may be imported 
during the licensing year beginning July 1, 
1954, continue the same as those established 
for the licensing year just ended. 

SYNTHETIC MENTHOL — The Foreign 
Assets Control of the U. S. Treasury De-

between Eastern Europe and China on 
the one hand, and Western Europe (ex- 
cluding Germany) on the other, in 1953 
was about half that of 1938 as regards 
exports from the West, and 40 per cent 
as regards imports. The main feature of 
trade of the Eastern countries has been 
the vigorous development of commodity 
exchanges amongst them. The volume of 
this trade is estimated to have increased 
at least seven times from 1937 to 1951. 

In contrast with the position of Eastern 
Europe’s trade with the outside world, 
the trade of Mainland China is growing. 
Her share in the group’s total imports 
almost doubled from 1952 to 1953 (first 
half in both years) and now exceeds one- 
quarter while her exports almost repre- 
sent one-third of the total. 


Barriers and Controls in 
International Trade 

The report points out in Part IT that 
1953 and the early months of 1954 have 
brought two important developments in 
governmental intervention in the flow of 
international trade. In the first place, a 
considerable number of quantitative re- 
strictions on importation have been re- 
moved and in addition, many governments 
have loosened their controls on imports 
both by relaxing their licensing require-

ments and by increasing the amounts aid- 
mitted under quota. This development is 
of special interest because it brings 
greater freedom for dollar trade as well 
as for the trade of soft currency coun- 
tries. And secondly, in their drive to en- 
courage export trade, many governments 
are offering increased inducements and 
advantages to their exporters. 

No great change took place in 1953 in 
the level or application of customs tariffs. 
During 1953 there were more increases of 
duty than reductions, but on the whole 
there appears to have been a less pro- 
nounced tendency to raise import charges 
than in the preceding periods, a tendency 
which seems to turn to a stronger protec- 
tionist trend since the first months of 
1954. A large part of the customs tariffs 
of the thirty-four contracting parties to 
the GATT remains bound in the Schedules 
annexed to the Agreement and the assured 
life of all but one of these Schedules—the 
Brazilian—has been extended until July 
1, 1955. 

The report reviews two types of mea- 
sures intended to promote export trade, 
namely export subsidies (Turkey, United 
States, and Belgium) and direct export 
incentives. The direct incentive measures 
cover a wide range of governmental ac- 
tion including tax reimbursement or ex- 
emption, special credit facilities and 
export credit guarantees. 

In 1953 significant progress was made 
in the development of policies directed 
towards the achievement of freer curren- 
cies and multilateral trade. The report 
surveys the relaxation of import controls 
and the reduction of discrimination in 
their application, and draws attention to 
the changes in dollar import nolicy that 
a number of governments made early in 
1954. The steps taken to liberalize trade 
by various countries in the sterling area 
and Western Europe are summarized. 
Some Latin American countries, however, 
have tightened their restrictions on im- 
ports in 1953 because of reduced earnings 
on exports. There is also a section on 
changes in export restrictions.

INTERNATIONAL MAIL 

ERITREA—Articles which are improperly addressed “Eritrea, Ethiopia,” are being 
mailed. “Ethiopia’’ should not appear as part of the address of articles intended for 
delivery in Eritrea. Articles showing “Eritrea, Ethiopia’ in the address cannot be 
accepted for mailing and senders are cautioned to address such articles correctly. 

HUNGARY—The Hungarian customs authorities require a detailed and exact list of 
the contents to be placed inside each parcel post package. This is in addition to the 
Customs Declaration (Form 2966) affixed to the outside of the parcel. 

GIBRALTAR AND MALTA—Articles in the Postal Union mails other than letters, 
letter packages and post cards, are accepted for air mail dispatch to Gibraltar and Malta; 
parcel post packages are also accepted for air dispatch to those destinations. 

ARGENTINA-—Any Postal Union articles (letters and letter packages, commercial 
papers, samples, printed matter, and small packets) addressed for delivery in Argentina, 
which may be considered dutiable must bear the green label, Form 2976 (Cl). Such 
articles must also be accompanied by two copies of customs declaration Form 29/6-A. 

ISRAEL—Plants, fruits and seeds, are prohibited to Isreal unless accompanied by a 
certificate of inspection and origin issued by a plant inspection authority in the United 
States 

INDONESIA—Commercial parcels are now acceptetd for Indonesia but only if the 
sender has marked the customs declaration with the number and date of the Indonesian 
import permit issued to the addressee for the parcel. A copy of the sender’s invoice, also 
bearing the Indonesian permit number and date, must be enclosed in each parcel. 

he following are not admitted in commercial parcels: Articles of gold and silver, 
including tableware; pens and pencils ornamented with precious metal; calendar watches; 
linen clothing; natural silk goods; children’s toys operated by steam or electricity; 
leather goods; coffee essences and coffee substitutes; molasses and other substitutes for 
sugar. 

Gift parcels are generally free of customs duty provided that (a) the value does not 
exceed 75 rupiahs ($6.75), (b) the wrapper and customs declaration are marked “Gift 
Parcel—For personal use of the addressee,” and (c) the parcel does not contain more than 
200 cigarettes, 50 cigars, 1 pound 1% ounces of chopped tobacco, or the same weight of 
assorted tobacco products. Customs declarations must show both the gross weight of the 
entire parcel and the net weight of each item. Import licenses are required for all gift 
parcels exceeding 300 rupiahs (about $27) in value, and for those which contain any 
articles which may be considered by the Indonesian authorities as luxury items.

TOTAL TRADE 

The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced that United States 
exports of domestic and foreign merchandise declined from $1,424.5 million in April to 
$1,395.6 million in May, a level about 4% below the May 1953 total of $1,453.0 million, but 
approximately 6% above the 1953 monthly average of $1,313.7 million. Meanwhile, gen- 
eral imports declined from $957.2 to $828.8 million, or to approximately 8% below the May 
1953 total of $901.9 million and 9% below the 1953 monthly average of 906.2 million. May 
exports were 23% above the 1954 first quarter average of $1,132.0 million, while May 
imports were very near the average of $832.9 million for the first quarter of 1954. Exports 
under the Mutual Security Program climbed from $167.2 million in April to $264.2 million 
in May. During the first five months of 1954, exports, including M.S.P. (military) shipments, 
were valued at $6,216.2 million, or about 8% below the comparable 1953 five month total 
of $6,729.2 million. M.S.P. (military) exports amounted to $988.5 million during the first 
five months of 1954, totalling $607.3 million less than shipments valued at $1,595.6 million 
under this program during the same period in 1953. With M.S.P. (military) shipments 
excluded, exports during the first five months of 1954 were valued at $5,227.7 million, or 
slightly above the comparable 1953 total of $5,133.4 million. Imports during the first five 
months of 1954 were valued at $4,284.9 million as compared with the 1953 five month 
total of $4,698.0 million. [F.T. 900]

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—IMMEDIATE DELIVERY 
PERMITS 


T. D. 53398 made certain changes in section 8.59 of the Customs Regulations in order 
to prevent the abuse of the immediate delivery permit procedure with respect to articles 
subject to a tariff-rate quota. 

Since the issuance of T. D. 53398, the effectiveness thereof has apparently been too 
stringent. Accordingly, section 8.59 of the Customs Regulations is hereby amended as 
follows: 


Page 1230 

008 (b) is amended by deleting the last sentence, which was added by T. D. 
i anagragh (d) is amended by adding after the first sentence the following new 

sentence: 

When the transaction involves articles of a kind which is subject to a tariff-rate quota 

and such articles are released at a time when the pertinent quota is filled, the full 

rate or rates shall be used in computing the estimated duties and taxes for the purpose 

of determining the amount of the single-entry bond. [T.D. 53501.] 

Paragraphs (h) and (i) are amended to read as follows: 

(h) Except as herein otherwise prescribed, formal entry shall be made and esti- 
mated duties and taxes shall be deposited within 2 days after the day on which the 
articles are released under a special permit. When the importer or his agent furnishes 
in writing a satisfactory explanation of his inability to make entry and deposit within 
2 days after the day of release, the collector may extend the period for not to exceed 
2 additional days. In computing the period within which entry and deposit must be made 
including any authorized extension, the day of release, Saturday, Sunday, and holidays 
shall be excluded. Notwithstanding the foregoing, the time within which formal entries 
(including deposit of estimated duties and taxes) shall be filed covering articles of a 
kind which is subject to a tariff-rate quota which are released under a special permit 
at a time when the pertinent quota is filled shall expire in any event not later than 
midnight on the last day before the applicable quota again opens and no extension 
beyond such midnight shall be granted. [T.D. 53501.] 

(i) If formal entry is not made, including deposit of estimated duties and taxes, 
within the time required by paragraph (h), the collector shall make an immediate 
demand for liquidated damages in the entire amount of the bond in the case of a 
single-entry bond. When the transaction has been charged against a term bond, the 
demand shall be for an amount equal to the value of the articles with respect to 
which there has been a default, plus the estimated amount of the duties and taxes 
thereon. For the purpose of making the demand for liquidated damages in the case 
of a term bond, duties and taxes on articles of a kind which is subject to tariff rate 
quota and which are released when the quota is filled shall be computed at the full 
rate or rates. Unless prompt action is taken looking to the settlement of the claim, 
the collector shall discontinue allowing immediate delivery of articles imported by or 
for the account of the person in default. [T.D. 53501.]

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—INTERNATIONAL TRAFFIC 


Under the provisions of section 5.12 (a) of the Customs Regulations, foreign railroad 
equipment, such as box cars, When moving in international traffic, is permitted to carry 
merchandise between points in the United States on the return trip to the country of 
origin, when its use in local traffic is reasonably incidental to its economical and prompt 
return to the country from which it entered the United States. Truck trailers have not 
been accorded this privilege. In principle, there appears to be no distinction between the 
cases of foreign railroad equipment, such as box cars, in international traffic, and truck 
trailers in the same traffic. 

Page 1266 : 

For the reasons stated, and in order to extend to foreign truck trailers the same 
privileges now extended by section 5.12 (a) to foreign railroad equipment, such as box 
cars, on the return trip, the first sentence of section 10.41 (b) is hereby amened to read 
as follows 

Foreign-owned trucks, busses, and taxicabs arriving with merchandise or passen- 
gers destined to points in the United States, or arriving empty or loaded for the 
purpose of taking out merchandise or passengers, but not to engage in any local 
traffic in the United States (except that a vehicle in use on a regular scheduled trip 
in international traffic may carry merchandise or passengers between points in the 
United States when such carriage is directly incidental to the international schedule, 
and a foreign-owned truck trailer may carry merchandise between points in the United 
States on the return trip to the country from which it entered the United States under 
the same conditions as are prescribed for “other equipment” in section 5.12 (a) ), may be 
admitted without written entry or the payment of duty. [T.D. 53505.] 


PETROLEUM PRODUCTS—CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED 

Advice has been received officially that the National Bureau of Standards Circular 
| 410, as amended, referred to in section 13.10 (b), Customs Regulations, has been with- 
drawn and replaced by ASTM-IP Petroleum Measurement Tables. It is understood that 
the new tables have been adopted by the petroleum industry and the trade as well as by 
various governmental agencies. It has been decided that, for customs purposes, the new 
tables should also be adopted. 

The regulation also is being changed so that reference will be to “API” (American 
Petroleum Institute) gravity instead of “specific” gravity to harmonize it with section 
3422 T. R. C., as modified, which provides for a higher rate of import tax for crude 
petroleum, topped crude petroleum, and fuel oil derived from petroleum (including fuel 
oil Known as gas oil) testing 25 degrees “API” or more. 

Page 1335 

Section 13.10 is amended as follows: 

Paragraph (b) is amended to read: 

(b) On entry for a petroleum product in bulk, the importer shall show the API 
gravity at 60° Fahrenheit, and the group to which the product belongs, in accordance 
with the Petroleum Measurement Tables (American Edition), published by the Ameri- 
can Society for Testing Materials (1952). The abridged table (Table No. 7) shall be 
used in the reduction of volue to 60° F. If the exact quantity cannot be determined 
in advance, entry may be made for “ United States gallons, more or 
less.” The information required by this subparagraph shall also be shown on the permit 
and summary sheet. [T.D. 53508.] 

Paragraph (e) is amended to read: 

(e) Warehouse withdrawals of petroleum products from bonded tanks shall show 
the API gravity at 60° Fahrenheit, the group to which the product belongs, and the 
designation of the tank from which it is to be withdrawn. Such withdrawals may be 
made for “ United States gallons, more or less.” [T.D. 53508.]

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—ADMINISTRATIVE EXEMPTIONS 


In order to promote uniformity in the customs treatment of merchandise admitted 
free of duty and tax under the provisions of section 321, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended 
(19 U. S. C. 1321), the Customs Regulations are amended as follows: 

Page 1203 

Section 8.3 is amended as follows: 

Paragraph (e) is amended by deleting the citation of authority at the end thereof 
and by adding the following sentence: 

An article is “sent” for purposes of this paragraph if it is conveyed in any manner 
other than on the person or in the accompanied or unaccompanied baggage of the 
donor or donee. [T.D. 53510.] 

A new paragraph (d) is added to read as follows: 

(d) Customs officers shall be further guided as follows in determining whether 
an article or parcel shall be exempted from duty or tax under this section: 

(1) A “bona fide gift” for purposes of section 321 (a) (2) (A), Tariff Act of 1930, 
as amended, is an article formerly owned by a donor (may be a commercial firm) 
who gave it outright in its entirety to a donee without compensation or promise of 
compensation. It does not include articles acquired by purchase, barter, promissory 
exchange, or similar transaction, nor does it include articles said to be “given” in con- 
junction with a purchase, barter, promissory exchange, or similar transaction, such 
as a so-called “bonus article.” 

(2) A parcel addressed to a person in the United States from an individual in 
a foreign country which contains a gift should be clearly marked on the outside to 
indicate that it contains a gift. Such marking is not conclusive evidence of a gift 
nor is the absence of such marking conclusive evidence that an article is not a gift. 
Ordinarily an article not exceeding $10 in value sent from a person in a foreign 
country to a person in the United States will be recognizable as a gift from the nature 
of the article and the obvious facts surrounding the shipment. 

(3) A parcel addressed to a person in the United States from a business firm in 
a foreign country would ordinarily not contain a gift from a donor in the foreign 
country. When such a parcel in fact contains an article entitled to free entry under 
section 321 (a) (2) (A), the parcel should be clearly marked to indicate that it con- 
tains such a gift and a statement to this effect should be enclosed in the parcel. 

(4) Consolidated shipments addressed to one consignee shall be treated for pur- 
poses of this section as one importation.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—PORTS OF ENTRY 
By virtue of the authority vested in the President by section 1 of the act of 
August 1, 1914, 38 Stat. 623 (19 U. S. C. 2), and delegated to the Secretary of the 
Treasury by the President by Executive Order No. 10289, of September 17, 1951 (16 
F. R. 9499), the following changes in the field organization of the Bureau of Customs 
are hereby made, effective June 20, 1954: 
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1. The limits of the customs port of entry of Tampa, Florida, the headquarters 
port of Customs Collection District No. 18 (Florida), comprising the territory within 
the corporate limits of that city, and Port Tampa, Florida, are extended to include the 
territory embracing Port Tampa City, Florida. 

2. The limits of the customs port of entry of Miami, Florida, in Customs Collection 
District No. 18 (Florida), comprising the territory within the corporate limits of that 
city, are extended to include the territory embracing the city of Miami Beach, Florida;

SUSPECTED DUMPING—BONDS 

Section 14.8(f) of the Customs Regulations requires that a single consumption entry 
bond (customs Form 7551) shall be filed before any merchandise of a class or kind with 
respect to which the collector has received a notice of withheld appraisement (customs 
Form 6459) under the Antidumping Act, 1921, may be released from customs custody, 
“unless the collector is satisfied that the bond filed at the time of entry is sufficient.” : 

The amount of any additional bond required under the cited regulatio. shall be fixed in 
accordance with the last sentence of the said section 14.8(f). . : 

Whether “the bond filed at the time of entry is sufficient” is to be determined by (a) 
whether the single-entry bond covering the merchandise is in an amount sufficient to 
assure the collection of any dumping duties which are likely to become due on that 
merchandise in the event a finding of dumping is made, as well as to assure the collection 
of any other amounts that may become due with respect to such merchandise, or (b) if 
entry was made under a term bond, that the amount of such bond is likewise sufficient 
when consideration is given to all charges likely to be outstanding against the bond 
during the probable period before liquidation of the entry can be accomplished. 

Careful attention to the principles stated above should result in a uniformity at the 
several ports which the Bureau urgently desires so that situations will not arise in 
which additional bonds are (or are not) being required as some ports but not at 
other ports in comparable circumstances P 

Bureau circular letter No. 2877 of May 10, 1954, and Bureau letter of July 31, 1953, 
to the collector of customs, New York, N. Y., circularized as C.I.E. 245/53, and any other 
instructions inconsistent with this circular letter, are hereby revoked. (C/L 2881.) 


CUSTOMS PROCEDURES WITH RESPECT TO MERCHANDISE OF 
CHINESE OR KOREAN ORIGIN 


Section 500.204(a)(3) of the Foreign Assets Control Regulations requires the presen- 
tation of a Foreign Assets Control license to cover the importation into the United States 
of chinaware which has been located in or transported from or through Hong Kong, 
Macao, or any country not in the authorized trade territory. The acting director, Foreign 
Assets Control, advises that collectors of customs are authorized to allow the acceptance of 
consumption entries and withdrawals from warehouse (as well as other transactions 
otherwise prohibited by section 500.204 of the Foreign Assets Control Regulations) 
covering Dresden and Meissen chinaware, provided the collector of customs is satisfied 
that the chinaware is in fact of non-Chinese origin. (C/L No. 2839, Supplement No. 6.) 


RUBBER-SOLED FOOTWEAR WITH FABRIC UPPERS 
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The President has signed H.R. 6465 which amends the provisions of paragraph 1530 (e), 
Tariff Act of 1930, relating to rubber-soled footwear with fabric uppers. This bill, which 
is now law (Public Law 479—S83rd Congress) was passed in order to make certain that 
footwear, as now defined, is duitable at 35% ad valorem on the American selling

price. This law will become effective when the President issues a proclamation, but not 


later than January 4, 1955. 
The full text of Public Law 479 is as follows: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That paragraph 1530 (e) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, 
is amended by adding at the end thereof the following “For the purposes of this paragraph 
and any existing or future proclamation of the President relating thereto, footwear of which a 
major portion, in area, of the basic wearing surface of the outer soles (that part of the article, 
not including the heel, that is designed to be the basic wearing surface and to resist wear on 
contact with any surface) is composed of india rubber or any substitute for rubber, or both, shall 
be dcemed to have soles wholly or in chief value of india rubber or substitutes for rubber.” The 
foregoing amendment shall enter into force as soon as practicable, on a date to be specified by 
the President in a notice to the Secretary of the Treasury following such negotiations as may 
be necessary to effect a modification or termination of any international obligations of the 
United States with which the amendment might conflict, but in any event not later than one 
hundred and eighty days after the passage of this Act. (Public Law 479, 83rd Congress. Ap- 
proved July 8, 1954.) 


CUSTOMS REGU LATIONS—DETERMINATION OF “FAIR VALUE” 
UNDER THE ANTIDUMPING ACT 
The Bureau of Customs proposes to add to its Customs Regulations a number of new 
provisions, all of which relate to the determination of “fair value” under the Antidumping 
Act of 1921. The Bureau accepted any data, views, or arguments which were submitted in 
Writing, in duplicate, to the Commissioner of Customs, Washington 25, D. C., by July 12, 1954.

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REMOVAL OF STRIP STAMPS FOR CONTAINERS OF DISTILLED SPIRITS 
EXPORTED OR SOLD TO EMBASSIES, LEGATIONS, OR FOREIGN 
MILITARY PERSONNEL ON DUTY IN THE UNITED STATES 

There is quoted below for your information and guidance a communication from the 
Director, Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Division, Internal Revenue Service, dated June 25, 1954, 
which is self-explanatory. (C/L 2884.) 

“This refers to your letter of June 10, 1954, file 362.21, enclosing for an expression of our 
views a copy of a letter dated May 24, 1954, from the Collector of Customs, Baltimore, Mary- 
land, concerning the removal of red strip stamps from containers of distilled spirits exported 
or sold to foreign embassies, legations, or foreign military personnel on duty in the United States. 

“It is noted the collector states it is the practice of his office to require that the red strip 
stamps,, which may be affixved to containers of imported distilled spirits, be removed from the 
containers when exported or when sold to foreign embassies, legations, or foreign military 
personnel on duty in the United States. However, the collector points out the Baltimore 
importers have reported that at some ports importers are permitted merely to break, cut, or 
remove only a portion of the red strip stamp affired to each bottle and that they feel an undue 
burden or hardship is placed on them by the requirement that the red strip stamps be com- 
pletely removed from each container. 

“Section 2808(a), Internal Revenue Code, provides, in part, that ‘No person shall transport, 
possess, buy, sell, or transfer any distilled spirits, unless the immediate container thereof has 
affixed thereto a stamp denoting the quantity of distilled spirits contained therein and evidencing 
payment of all internal-revenue taxes imposed on such spirits.’ Since the law does not authorize 
the affirment of red strip stamps to distilled spirits on which the tax has not been paid, it will 
be necessary to completely remove such stamps from the bottles prior to withdrawal from 
customs custody for a tax-free purpose. 

“Section 191.78 of Regulations 21 provides that where imported spirits bearing red strip 
stamps are diverted to another foreign country, such stamps shall be effectively destroyed by 
the exporter, under customs supervision, prior to exportation. The words ‘effectively destroyed’ 
as used in this section mean that such stamps will be destroyed after removal from the con- 
tainers as provided by section 191.96 of Regulations 21.” 


Page 1646 SUSPENSION OF IMPORT TAXES—COPPER 

Public Law No. 452 approved June 30, 1954, entitled “An Act to continue until the 
close of June 30, 1955, the suspension of certain import taxes on copper,” is set forth 
below for your information. 

It will be noted that this statute continues the suspension provided by Public Law No. 
38, Eighty-second Congress, published as T.D. 52740, as extended by Public Law 4, Eighty- 
third Congress, published as T.D. 53204. [T.D. 53524.] 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA IN CONGRESS ASSEMBLED, That the Act entitled “An 
Act to suspend certain import tares on copper’, approved May 22, 1951 (Public Law 88, 
Fighty-second Congress), as amended, is hereby further amended by striking out “June 380, 
ae and inserting in lieu thereof “June 30, 1955.” (Public Law 452, 83d Congress. Approved: 
June 30, 1954.

Note.—In general Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 or 100 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation within 
a period of three years. Drawback is also allowable upon the exportation of articles 
manufactured or produced in the United States with the use of imported merchandise 
meats cured with imported salts; flavoring extracts, medicinal or toilet preparations 
manufactured in the United States with the use of domestic alcohol on which internal 
revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels manufactured or produced with the use 
of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol and articles on which processing or 
excise tax has been paid.

CUSTOMS ENTRY REQUIREMENTS IN RESPECT OF IMPORTATIONS 
OF HOG BRISTLES 


There is quoted below for your information and guidance a communication from the 
Acting Director, Foreign Assets Control, dated June 29, 1954, in respect of this subject 
matter: 

Until further notice you shall not accept entries other than warehouse entries with respect 
to hog bristles imported into the United States and shall not allow withdrawals from warehouse 
or release from Customs custody of hog bristles except: (1) as authorized by specific license 
issued by the Foreign Assets Control, (2) with respect to hog bristles the importation of which 
was accompanied by an appropriate certificate of origin within the meaning of Section 
500.536 (d) of the Foreign Assets Control Regulations, (3) with respect to Indian hog bristles 
imported directly or on a through bill of lading from India, and (4) with respect to hog bristles 
of North, South or Central American origin when imported directiy or on a through bill of 
lading from the country of origin. (C/L 2885.)

METAL SCRAP DUTY SUSPENSION VOTED 


The House Ways and Means Committee voted to extend the present suspension of 
duties on imports of metal scrap until June 30, 1955. 

A committee spokesman said, however, that the House group voted to exclude from 
the suspension lead and zine scrap imports, which will continue to have import duties 
levied against them, 

An exception to the lead-zine proviso, he said, was that the committee agreed to 
include in the duty-suspension zine scrap imports which enter under a written contract 
prior to July 1, 1954. 

The committee also amended the extension bill to the effect that “provisions of the 
bill do not contravene” Public Law 38, which is a statutory provision that copper scrap 
may enter free as long as the domestic price remains above 24c a pound.

Inedible rendered animal fat.—In the case of H. A. Wood v. United States, published 
Abstract 57920, decided on March 18, 1954, and rehearing denied on May 14, 1954, inedible 
rendered animal fats which upon tests by the customs laboratory showed titers ranging 
from a low of 33.05° C to a high of 38.08° C were held classifiable as “inedible tallow” 
dutiable at the rate of 4% cent per pound under paragraph 701, Tariff Act of 1530, as 
modified, and taxable at the rate of 1% cents per pound under section 2491 (a) of the 
Internal Revenue Code, as modified. In so doing, the court overruled the collector's 
classification of the merchandise as “animal oils, fats, and greases, not specially pro- 
vided for: inedible * * *” dutiable at the rate of 10 percent ad valorem under paragraph 
52, Tariff Act of 1930, as modified, and taxable at the rate of 2 7/10 cents per pound under 
section 2491 (a) of the Internal Revenue Code, as modified. 

Since new evidence is available to support the Government’s position, the Bureau has 
been informed that the Customs Section, Civil Division, Department of Justice, proposes 
to retry the issue involved. ‘ 

Therefore, you shall limit the application of Abstract 57920 to the merchandise which 
was the subject of that action pending a new ruling by the court. [T.D. 53509.] 

Electric light sockets.—The United States Customs Court in Criterion Lamp ¢ Shade 
Co. v. United States, C. D. 1580, decided on January 26, 1954, held certain electric light 
sockets having a knob or key switch to be dutiable as electrical wiring devices under 
the provisions of paragraph 353, Tariff Act of 1930, as modified. This case appears to have 
been decided primarily on the basis of stipulations, supported by catalogues, that the 
sockets are wiring devices. 

In the case of National Carloading Corp. v. United States, C. D. 1320, decided April 
17, 1951, the court held certain electric light sockets having push-button switches to be 
dutiable under paragraph 397 of the tariff act, and overruled the importer’s claim that 
the merchandise was classifiable under paragraph 353, either as articles suitable for pro- 
ducing, rectifying, modifying, controlling, or distributing electrical energy, or as articles 
having as an essential feature an electrical element or device. This conclusion was based 
on testimony which established to the court’s satisfaction that the sockets were parts of 
electric fixtures. 

A rehearing has been granted in the National Carloading case (Abs. 56091) and is 
suspended under the Criterion case, 

As the issue concerning the classification of electric light sockets is still before the 
court, the decision in the Criterion case shall be confined to the specific lot of merchandise 
before the court in that litigation and the practice which has been followed in other cases 
shall be continued. It is anticipated that the court’s position concerning electric light 
sockets will be clarified as a result of the pending ligitation. [T.D. 53500.] 

Waterproof cloth.—It appears that cloths of a kind which are not generally used in 
the manufacture of articles which are designed to afford protection against water to the 
extent expected in raincoats, protective hospital sheeting, dress shields, unbrella fabrics, 
and similar articles, even when such cloths possess water repelling characteristics, are 
not properly classifiable as “waterproof cloth, wholly or in chief value of cotton or other 
vegetable fiber, whether or not in part of india rubber,” under paragraph 907, Tariff Act 
of 1930, as modified. 

Pursuant to § 16.10a (d) of the Customs Regulations (19 CFR 16.10a (d)) notice is 
hereby given that the existing uniform practice of classifying such cloths as waterproof 
cloth under paragraph $07 is under review in the Bureau of Customs. 

Consideration will be given to any relevant data, views, or arguments pertaining to 
the correct classification of this merchandise which are submitted to the Bureau of 
Customs, Washington 25, D. C., in writing. To assure consideration, such communications 
must be received in the Bureau not later than 30 days from the date of publications of 
this notice. No hearings will be held.

IMPORTATION OF PORTUGUESE BRANDIES 

There is quoted below for your information and guidance a communication from Mr. 
Dwight kK. Avis, Director, Alcohol and Tobacco Tax Division, Internal Revenue Service, 


dated May 28, 1954, which is self-explanatory. You shall comply with the request of the 
Director of the Alcohol and Tobacco Tax IT tivision in the matter. Bureau of Customs 
Circular Letter No. 2754 and Supplement No. 1 thereto, dated August 21, 1951, and July 
27, 1953, respectively, are hereby superseded. (C/L 2754, Supplement No. 2. 

“On July 14, 1958, a letter was directed to you from this office with respect to importations 


of Portuguese brandies accompanied by official age certifications. In this communication you 
were advised that the Portuguese Government was inaugurating a system under which no 
certificates would be issued attesting to ages greater than five years, and were requested to 
instruct your various collectors to refuse the admission of any such products after October 
15, 1958, if labeled or otherwise represented to be more than five years of age. You issued 
appropriate instructions to your collectors, in compliance with our request, in your Circular 
Letter 2754, Supplement No. 1. 

“Since our letter of July 14 was written, this matter has been the subject of further discus- 
sions with Portuguese authorities and with officials of our own State Department, as a result 
of which a system of certifications has been adopted by the Portuguese Government based upon 
accurate records with respect to all brandies produced after the system’s adontion. With 
respect to existing stocks two governmental agencies, the National Wine Board and the Gremio 
do Comercio de Exportacao de Vinhos, have made careful surveys based upon all existing 
records and the appraisal of experts and have assigned ages to such stocks, sealing them and 
making their subsequent history a matter of complete record control. 

"he American Embassy in Lisbon has made a thorough investigation of this situation, 
has advised that in its opinion some 1,200 pipes of ten-year old Portuguese brandy are now 
available for shipment to this country, the only one importing such products where age appears 
to be a matter of importance, and has expressed the view that the age certificates issued by 
the Portuguese Government covering such products would be sincere and reliable. Under these 
circumstances, we will henceforth interpose no objection to the entry of Portuguese brandies 
purporting to be not more than ten years of age, when accompanied by the usual government 
certification to this effect. The entrance of brandies of greater age will, of course, be permis- 
sible after the brandies produced following the inauguration of this new system have attained 
ages in excess of this figure. 

“It will be appreciated if you will issue appropriate instructions to your various collectors.”

TEA STANDARDS; TOLERANCES FOR TEA DUST, ETC. 


Page 1543 
Pursuant to the authority of the Tea Importation Act (secs. 2, 3, 19, 29 Stat. 607, 41 
Stat. 712, 57 Stat. 500; 21 U. S. C. 42, 50; 67 Stat. 18), the regulations for the enforcement 
of this act (21 CFR 170, as amended, 21 CFR, 1953 Supp.) are amended as indicated below. 

1. Section 170.24 (b) is revised tu read as follows: 

170.24 %* 2° 

(b>) Tea dust, fannings, siftings, and offgrades, including broken tea (BT), broken 
mix (BM). an@ Bohea when so marked and for which there is no specific standard, should 
be tested for quality, purity, and fitness for consumption in comparison with their respec- 
tive leaf standards. 

2 Section 170.34 is revised to read as follows: 

170.34 Tolerance for fine tea particles Except for teas listed under § 170.24 (b), the 
amount by weight of fine tea parties that will pass through a wire sieve having 30 open- 
ings per linear inch in either direction and made of wire with a diameter of 0.01 inch, 
must not exceed 4 percent. Before condemning any tea for fine particles in of 4 
percent, examiners shall sieve at least 4 representative samples, each taken from a differ- 
ent package in a shipment containing four or more packages, or where a lesser number 
of packages is involved, examiners shall sieve a representative sample from each package. 

This order shall become effective July 19, 1954. 

Notice and public procedure are not necessary prerequisites to the promulgation of 
this order, and I so find, since it was drawn in accordance with the recommendation of 
the Board of Tea Experts, which is comprised of experts in teas from the Food and Drug 
Administration and the tea trade so as to be representative of the tea trade as a whole 


IMPORT REGULATION I ON DAIRY PRODUCTS 

The U. S. Department of Agriculture announced issuance, effective July 1, 1954, of 
Import Regulation 1, Revision 1, which incorporates a number of changes in procedures 
governing licensing of imports of certain dairy products in accordance with the President’s 
proclamation of June 8, 1953. 

The proclamation, issued under Section 22 of the Agriculture Adjustment Act, restricts 
imports of these dairy products in order to prevent material interference with the Depart- 
ment price support program. 

While the revision changes some of the methods and procedures of administering the 
import quotas, it does not change the total quotas themselves. 

Import Regulation 1 became effective July 1, 1953, and invited proposals for its amend- 
ment or modification. Recommendations received from importers, and experience gained 
in administering the Regulation during the year indicated the doatrabibets of making 
certain modifications to improve the efficiency of the operation of the program. 


PLANT QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—HONDURAS 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 

A revision of the summary of the plant quarantine import restrictions of Honduras 
has been prepared by Mr. W. T. Owrey, Supervisor, Export Certification, Plant Quarantine 
Branch, from Decree No. 115, dated August 14, 1953, published in La Gaceta, the Official 
Journal of the Republic of Honduras on August 25, 1953. 

The information contained in this circular is believed to be correct and complete up 
to the time of preparation, but it is not intended to be used independently of, nor as a 
substitute for, the original texts, and it is not to be interpreted as legally authoritative 
The original decree should be consulted for the exact text. (P. Q@. 598. Rev.)

Pursuant to the authority conferred on him by $319.56-2 of the regulations supple- 
mental to the Fruit and Vegetable Quarantine (Notice of Quaraniine No, db, ¢ CFR anc 
Supp. 319.56) under section 5 of the Plant Quarantine Act of 1912 (@ U. mB < 159). the 
chief of the Plant Quarantine Branch hereby amends administrative instructions now 
appearing as 7 CFR 319.56-2h, eftective February 23, 1954 (19 F. R. 1031), prescribing 
method of treatment of garlic from Algeria, Hungary, Italy, Morocco, Spain, and Yugo- 
slavia, to read as follows: 

$319.56-2h Administrative instructions prescribing method of treatment of garlic 
from Algeria, Hungary, Italy, Morocco, Spain, and Yugoslavia. (a) (1) Except as other- 
wise provided in these administrative instructions, fumigation with methyl bromide in 
vacuum fumigation chambers approved by the Chief of the Plant Quarantine Branch is a 
condition of entry under permit for all shipments of garlic (Allium sativum) from Algeria, 
Hungary, Italy, Morocco, Spain, and Yugoslavia. Fumigation is to be carried out under 
the supervision of a plant quarantine inspector and at the expense of the importer. While 
it is believed that the garlic will be unaffected by the fumigation, the treatment will be 
at the importer’s risk. Such entry will be limited to the ports of Baltimore, Md.; Boston, 
Mass.; Los Angeles, Calif.; New Orleans, La.; New York, N. Y.; Norfolk, Va.; San Juan, 
P. R.; San Francisco, Calif., and Seattle, Wash., where approved facilities for vacuum 
fumigation with methyl bromide are available, and to such other ports as may be named 
in the permits if approved vacuum fumigation facilities are later made available at those 
other ports. 

(2) _ Such vacuum fumigation shall be in accordance with the following fumigation 
schedule: Exposure

The purpose of this amendment is to provide an alternate procedure whereby Italian 
garlic may qualify for entry into the United States. The amendment, therefore, consti- 
tutes a relieving of restrictions heretofore imposed. This procedure is based on assur- 
ances received from the Italian Ministry of Agriculture and Forestry that the required 
field inspection and certification, re-examination at port of departure, fumigation of 
infested shipments, and issuance of a phytosanitary certificate can be satisfactorily carried 
out. In order to be of maximum benefit to importers, this amendment should be made 
effective as soon as possible. Therefore, pursuant to sections 4 (a) and (c) of the Admin- 
istrative Procedure Act (5 U. S. C. 1003 (a), (c)), it is found upon good cause that notice 
and other public procedure with respect to this amendment are impracticable and contrary 
to the public interest, and the amendment may be made effective less than thirty days 
after July 8, 1954 

This amendment shall be effective on and after July 8, 1954, when it shall supersede 
§ 319.56-2h, effective February 23. 1954. 


PLANT-QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—ALGERIA 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 

Resolution of July 30, 1953, published in the Journal Officiel de Algeria, Part I, No. 62, 
August 4, 1953, relative to the importation into Algeria of plants, parts thereof, and plant 
products capable of carrying the San Jose Scale, is completed as follows: 

“Greenhouse plants, other than those mentioned in the preceding paragraph, are 

inspected upon their arrival and are not fumigated except when infestation has been 
established.” 
; Resolution of January 9, 1954, published in the Journal Officiel de VAlgeria, Part I, 
No. 6, January 19, 1954, completing the Resolution of September 30, 1949, already com- 
pleted by the Resolution of November 2, 1950, adding the golden nematode to the list of 
plant and animal parasites from which the agricultural products of Algeria must be 
protected, is as follows: 

“Potatoes imported into the country shall be free from soil and rubbish which may 
he capable of carrying cysts of the golden nematode (Heterodera rostochiensis Woll.) 

“Failure to comply with the conditions shall result in refusal of the shipments.”

SOUTH AFRICA 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 

According to information received from Dr. Lee Ling of the Food and Agriculture 

Organization of the United Nations, Proclamation No. 186 of August 11, 1953, issued by 

the Union of South Africa, published in the Government Gazette, Vol. 173, No. 5126, dated 
August 28, 1953, amends Proclamation No. 286 of 1936.

WATCH TARIFF RATES INCREASED 


President Eisenhower on July 28th, following U. S. Tariff Commission's recommenda- 
tions, increased the duty on watches, effective at the close of business July 27, 1954, read- 
ing as follows

(5) Any of the foregoing, if constructed or designated to operate for a period in excess 
of 47 hours without rewinding, or if self-winding, or if a self-winding device may be in- 
corporated therein, shall be subject to an additional duty of $0.75 each.

IMPORTS OF ALSIKE CLOVER SEED 
There is reproduced below the White House announcement of a Presidential Proclama- 
tion providing for modification of the customs treatment of imports of alsike clover seed 
The proclamation was issued in pursuance of an “escape clause” proceeding and after a 
report on the subject by the United Statets Tariff Commission. 


The President issued a proclamation (3059) putting into effect certain recommenda- 
tions of the United States Tariff Commission, made under Section 7 of the Trade Agree- 
ments Extension Act, with respect to the rate of duty on imports of alsike clover seed. 

The proclamation, which modifies the Tariff Commission's recommendations, retains 
the present duty of 2¢ per pound for the first 1,500,000 pounds of alsike clover imports. 
For imports above that amount, the 6¢ rate recommended by the Commission would be 
put into effect. The proclamation is limited to one year. 

Alsike clover, which is grown for seed in rotation with barley and potatoes on 
acreage generally unsuitable for other crops because of climatic conditions, is produced 
largely in Oregon, Idaho, and California, while imports of alsike clover in recent years 
have been wholly from Canada. Imports have increased sharply from 1,157,000 pounds in 
1947 to 4,652,000 pounds in the first ten months of the 1953-54 crop year. During this 
period, following the withdrawal of price support, the domestic price dropped from about 
32 cents a pound to less than half that amount. The limitation of 1,500,000 pounds, to 
which the 2¢ duty rate applies, represents a figure slightly above the average imports for 
the 1947-51 period.

GROUNDFISH FILLETS 


There is reproduced below the White House announcement concerning the Tariff 


Commission's escape clause investigation with respect to imports of Groundfish fillets: 


The President declined to accept the recommendations of the United States Tariff 
Commission for an increase in the duty on imported groundfish fillets and for a quota 
on imovorts in any one year. 

The Tariff Commission had made an investigation of the effect of a trade agreement 
concession on the domestic groundfish fillets industry, under Section 7 of the Trade Agree- 
ments Extension Act of 1951. 

The President, in identical letters to Senator Eugene D. Millikin, Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee, and Representative Daniel A. Reed, Chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, outlined certain of the problems confronting the domestic industry 
in recent years apart from the threat of imports from abroad. The President then pointed 
out that the recent introduction of a new product, fish sticks, demand for which has 
increased markedly even since the Tariff Commission prepared its report, leads him to 
believe that consumption of groundfish fillets promises to increase substantially within 
the next few years. 

The President stated his conviction that “it would be a disservice to the long-run 
interests of the entire groundfish industry to limit the imports of groundfish fillets in 
these circumstances. 

“It would,” the President said, “hamper and limit the development of the market 
for the product and jeopardize present prospects for the increase in per capita consump- 
tion of fish, which is the key to a real solution of the industry's problem,” 


STRAIGHT PINS AND SAFETY PINS 


The Commission terminated without formal findings, the “escape clause” investiga- 
tions, instituted under section 7 of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951, as 
amended, with respect to straight pins and safety pins subject to duty at rates provided 
for in paragraph 350 of the Tariff Act of 1930. In this connection, the Commission made 
public a report explaining the reasons for such termination. 

The applicants in these investigations willfully and consistently refused to comply 
with Commission requests that they supply certain information with respect to total 
operations in their plants where straight pins and safety pins are produced. The appro- 
priateness of this information to the investigations was agreed upon by the Commission 
when the investigations were instituted and had been reasserted by the Commission on 
numerous occasions during the course of the investigations. Despite the Commission's 
patience and willingness to give the applicants every opportunity to produce the informa- 
tion requested, the applicants, nevertheless, throughout the entire course of the investiga- 
tions (including the hearings), persisted in their refusal to supply it

SCISSORS & SHEARS 


The President has declined to accept the recommendations of the United States Tariff 
Commission for a doubling of the duty on the imports of certain types of scissors and 
shears. 

The Tariff Commission had made an investigation of the effect of the trade agreement 
concessions on the domestic scissors and shears industry, pursuant to Section 7 of the 
Trade Agreements Extension Act. In its report, a majority of Commission members found 
that scissors and shears are being imported into this country in such increased quantities 
as to threaten serious injury to the domestic industry producing like or directly competi- 
tive products. 

The President, in identical letters to Senator Eugene D. Millikin, Chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, and Representative Daniel A. Reed, Chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, indicated that he did not feel that the evidence presented 
established conclusively that imports of scissors and shears threaten serious injury to 
the domestic industry. The President questioned the adequacy of the data presented to 
the Commission, accounting only for a little more than one-third of domestic production. 
He also pointed out that imports, after reaching their high point in 1952, have levelled 
off since then, with the rate during 1953 and early 1954 somewhat below that of 1952. 

The President, in commenting on the Commission’s decision to recommend action on 
the basis of threatened rather than actual injury, said he believed that “when this pro- 
vision of the law is invoked, the evidence brought forth to substantiate the judgment 
of threat must be of such a character as to leave no doubt that actual injury is imminent.” 
The President stated that in the present instance he is not persuaded that the evidence is 
of such a character. 


TUNG OIL & NUTS 


The President has directed the United States Tariff Commission to make an immediate 
investigation of the effects of imports of tung oil and tung nuts on the domestic price 
support program for tung nuts and tung oil and on the amount of products processed in 
the United States from tung nuts and tung oil. 

The President, having been advised by the Secretary of Agriculture, directed the 
Tariff Commission to make its investigation as provided under Section 22 of the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Act, as amended.
